RL 26.01 Regisiration as an inactive licensee. (1) Application for an in-
active license shall be made on the license renewal form issued by the
department.

(2) Registration as an inactive licensee shall be effective on January 1
of the odd-numbered year following receipt of the licensee’s completed
application,

(2) (a) If the applicant for reinstatement has been an inactive licensee
for less than 5 consecutive years, the applicant shall demonstrate compe-
tency in changes in Wisconsin real estate law which have oceurred during
the approximate period of the applicant’s inactive status by passing the
state part of the written examination specified in 8. RL 12.02 (1) (b).
